SUBJECT : Report on January 26 neeting of Research 
and Documentation fub-Working Grou» 


1. Attached is a list of particinants at the neeting 
held in Room 6420, Department of State. 


2. Mr. Nordquist explained that the Group had been re-~ 
activated in order to coordinate research efforts in the 
Law of the Sea Task Force context. Tt was emphasized 
that the ourpose of tne group W7as to insure that the pol~ 
iey makers vere aware of studies underway, that gans in 
essential information were filled and that aopropriate 
results were made available for dissemination to the 
sxecutive Group of the Task Force. 


3. For the March meeting, Or. Hoddson indicated that the 
Geogranher's Linits in the Sea publication regarding mari- 
time claims would be re-done. ~ Ne also stated that their 
publication concerning theoretical area allocations of 
various limits proposals midht be avaliable by March. 

Jr. Powsome of the Historical office noted that ner 

study of the 1958 and 1960 Conferences would be done hy 
March. lr. Yiskin indicated that approximately half of 
the Country Attitude Studies would be available by arch. 
“4ag Wiedemann of the Center for Naval Analysis stated 
that by March there would be a number of analyses that 
would be in useable form from the computer prograr. (Tt 
wags agreed that State vould discuss this asnect in more 
detail with Dr. Friedhein.) 
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4. Mr. Nordeuiat asked for tha names of any other per- 
bona or offices in the Government whose assistance might 
be required in undertaking studies related to preparations 
for the Conference. As a result, several other porgona 
will be asked to carticinate in the group. 


5. The next meeting of the grour was scheduled for 
early Fobruary at which time a tentative list of stidles 
and iasues in need of examination would ba distributed. 
Tt was stressed that the purpose of the group was to 
avoid dunlication of work throughout the Government and 
to insure tiat a systematic approach was taken in com- 
piling useable information for the Conforence. The 
basic opjecctive is to marshall facts which would enable 
the U.S. Covernment volicy-makers to make more informed 
decisions and to Nave supporting data and reasons for 
U.S. policias.
